colts for branding or sale, Others yelled 
out their branding marks, recognizer on 
fares, and clarmed the accompanying 
foals: (see pages 481 and 482). 

The stn blazed, the sand blazed. Look- 
ont Light's heat-shimmering shaft, flat ms 
Awhite [Rint stripe against the sky's burn- 
ing blue, constituted that wild spit's only 
sun af croilization. Themen were shout- 
ing in their broad dialect, so like that of 
the rural England of their ancestors. The 
United States seemed worlds away. 

The heat drove some of them to a 
waterhie tin the beach, where they lay 
prone and drank the brackish fluid, ft 
was a wild animals’ drinking place, for 
the banker ponies slake them thirst ty 
scooping holes in the sand with their 
Tore feet, 

Dine toa tick epidenie, the pories were 
driven into n dipping sluice, where they 
swam throurh a bath of arsenic and ¢aus- 
tie soda, A green paint stripe, slashed 
acress each emerging beast’s flank, marke 
him ws disinfected (see page 86) 

The gates were then flung wide and the 
herd trotted forth to liberty, snorting dis- 
approval of tain and his strange ways: 
then a chesen dozen were auctioned off at 
about $68 head. A few vears neo these 

uintive deseendatits of Raleigh’s “little 
Rarhary ponies” were bringing from $30 
to $125 apiece. The auctioneer, in ex- 
peiancns complained, “Tew much ynso- 
ine abaout naowndays!" 


AT TUE SCEXE OF MADETCH'S FIUctT 
COLONIZING VENTURE 


Next morning we left Beaufort on a 
mil-lauanch, which for eight hours put- 
tered lazily across the wide waters of 
Pamlico Sowid. Small wonder that the 
firet English explorers mistook for an 
land sea this 7§-mile stretch of winter! 
Often its broad expanse left is no sight 
of land save some occasional island where 
paist Presidents have shot in duck seasen, 

AA long, low land strip. dotted with tiny 
dwellings and sentinels! by a lighthouse, 
upstanding like a chalk crayon against the 
Liveness of sea andl <ky—ench ts the ap- 
proach to what 1O6th-century taps call 

Vokokon and the 2oth-century knows as 
Ocracoke, ‘Town, village, port—none of 
these appellations fits tts sea-flavored in- 
dividuahty half so well a’ the natives’ 
phrase, “the neighhorhoacd.” 





Un lorgettible is this quaint, heoelgre 
podge laveut of litth: low houses, em- 
lowered under sprewling live oaks anc 
gaudy crape myttle, the varden plots run- 
ning at al] posstlile angles to each other 
anl often containing family craves, 
across Which the winwls blow forever, with 
the rippling of the seid or the booming 
af the sea (see map), pare 512). 

There are no streets; no roads; there 
if only “the way,” Tying. along some 
myrtle-smothered sand trail. It, seems 
almost a matter of politeness on the part 
of Ocean and sound that they don't clash 
together upon this mere sandspit, Indeed, 
a0 years ago 2a great wove “creamed 
ashore,” as the natives ay, and drowned 
Ocracoke, leaving behind the strange 
spectacle of a goat and a porpoise wedged 
in the fork of the same tree! 


RALEIGH's Frist EXPEDITION 


As to Qemecke Inlet betne the scene 
of the arrival of Raleigh's first experlition, 
Nerth Crrolina historians. are, at ary 
rate, more weatly agreed than were Sic 
Walter's contemporaries as to the spelling 
cf lis mame. Cf the latter there are 74 
recorded variations, while he himself used! 
six, ots being one he never employed, 

To Raleigh's half-brother and eo-ad- 
venturer, Humphrey Gilbert, is attributed 
a certain “Discourse,” addressed to Queen 
EHvzabeth a few years before the expeili- 
tion, othning “How Het Majesty. may 
annoy the Kinge of Spaine by fitting out 
a fleet. . . ito discover and. jnhaliit 
strange places.” 

On May 27, 1584, upon letters patent 
sated an Raleigh's name, Philin Amaidlas 
and Arthir Barlowe sailed! Westward 
Hotm “two burkes well furnished with 
men tind victuals,” Sixty-seven days later 
they entered an inlet which pierced what 
they first mistook as mankind; then “cnst 
anker about three harquelwz-shot within 
the harher’s mouth,” and, landing, took 
possession in the queen's name, 

With the planting of cross and flag, 
these simple sailors achieved one of his- 
tory’s commanding moments in thik pred- 
ace to the colonizing of a vast continent 
with English-speaking people. 

After exploring the anland waters as 
far as “Raonoak” (6, «7. Roanoke Island), 
they returned to England and annotnced

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the life of the people. Often it was a 
mere existence, as of castaways who had 
taken toot on this two-mile width of sand 
har, 40 miles offshore, Here tsa humor- 
cs estimate of Hatteras’ social mesources 
as related to us by a native: 

“Long ahaaht nineteen and twenty-two 
a feller come wp ‘ere—just wna ope 
lazy-loike, “ee did, spovin’ aahe th’ loy 
th’ Tand. Folks suspicioned ‘tm, an’ vd 
ant arsked ‘im wot's “is lasinites araahnd 
‘ere. “D'ma orminal,” save ‘ce "thont 
cracking a smal, “Th' judge gaive me 
the chyce o' 30 days in jail ar on Hatters, 
and I'm semmnered it | didn't choose 
Hatteras f 

By seunsered he meant disgusted. The 
inchangimgness of Hatteras folk is re- 
vealed in their daily usage Gf obselete, 
conte rath-centiry words. “My poke” ior 
“mv pocket,” to. be “consentabile” instead 
of willing, to demand a kiss by. snying. 

“Come intss me!", and to speak of one’s 
sweetheart as “my may,” and of a water- 
dog as a kelpie—all this is perfectly good 
Shakespeare, 

“Hit” for “it,” the Anglo-Saxon neuter 
of “he.” is: as commantly found in rural 
North Carolinian speech as in Queen 
leaheth's letters. 

When vou hear “nbashed” for “«dis- 
credited” and “abraded” for * ‘nausented,” 
or when a mother affectionately terms her 
creeping baby an insect, you sense a radi- 
cal vigor of Janguage,-and by the time you 
learn that on Hatteris molasses, Hike 
miasles, is a “them,” vou betin to Suspect 
that your carly education was neglected. 


WHERE THE WRIGHT NROTHERS LEARS ED 
TO FLY 


Beyond Oregon Inlet we gained Nas 
Head, whose name celebrates those paibnry 
days of professional wrecking when a 
hobbled harse with a lantern on his head 
was turned fonse on the beach at night 
to Tore ships to thei? doom. 

Farther along, towering too feet above 
the surrommding flatness, rose Kall Devil 
Hill, the scene of the Wricht brothers’ 
fying experimetits in 1goo-1903. A: for- 
mer hghthonse-keeper, his wite, and a 
coast guard are the sole remaining wit- 
neses of these now historic events, 

Trost a woman for determining that, 
if those crazy Wright fellows wanted! to 
waste ther tine and money, af least some 
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Of the material could be salvaged! The 
lighthouse-keeper’s wife had sewn the 
cloth on the frat glider, and when the 


glider of 102 was ahandoned she thriftily 


refasinoned its covermpe into dresses for 
her chilelren, 


On December 17, 1903, the Wrights 


having built-a motor-driven og at their 


workshop under Kill Devil Hill, the unex- 
pected occurred. Thr ts what the old 
coast gusird pold ts:

SCENE OF RALRIGH'S TRAGIC AUVENTULE 


We ermssecdd to the “Roonoak” [sland of 
Raleigh's expeditions. With its ¢reat oaks 
ane friendly little cottages behind their 
gardenia hedges, Manten was, after wind- 
swet Hatteras, Tike a Jull-after a storm, 
And the simplicity of stich surrennclingrs, 
it was difhenlt to realize that we steed on 
roid which, in the annals of English 


colonization in America, antedates both 


Phanuuth Rock and lamestown. 

Outlining a five-peinted star in the 
thick of hay-fringing woods, the Raleigh 
Memorial's boundary stomes mark the 
considerable dimensions of thit “high 
palisacde of trees” which was called by its 
calonist huilders of 1383 “the new fort 
in Virginia’ (see ithistration, pige 477).

With the Creat Amide mipending and 
the conseyuent impressing ofall English 
vessels int war service, communication 
with the litth overseas colons was cut off 
for a time, but after Spain's maritime 
power had heen shattered, White sailed 
avain for Virginia. Instead of eolmists 
he found, where the ovemorial ‘stands to- 
day, evidences of a “secret token” where- 
by, if they had moved elsewhere, the cole- 
mists were to carve the mime of their 
destitmtion on a tee, tudicating distress 
by adding the sien of the cross; for, near 
the deserted jailisade, “on one of the 
chiefe trees, in fayre-capitall letters, was 
eraven CROATAN, withitt any crosse or 
sigme OF dlistresee” (sor pure 477).

Lawson was told ty Crogtan Fodians that 
they were descended from white nen: and 
in P7t5 settlers gaining the mid-section 
ef North Carolina fetind the ancestors of 
the presentalay Crostans plowing, holding 


slaves, and speaking English. [innlly, the 


modern Croatans themselves, wing an 
archaic Finglish and in many cases hearing 
the surnames of those who cisuppeared 
From Roanoke, chim descent from the 
Lost Colony, | 

As for the ifl-starred? Ralei¢h—his 
fortune exhausted, himself attainted for 
treason, his colonial proprietorship es- 
cheated to the Crown—he valiontly de- 
clired of Virginia, “1 shall vet live to sec 
it on English nation,” am! died in the 
faith of his dream. 

Seventy-stx years after the fade-ont of 
the Lost Coloriy, Chartes [1] elevatert eight

The Crown had no hetter luck. Tm ths 
the peaple of Wilmitigton frustrated the 
Stamp Act by grreating the local stamp 
master, ‘Twice prior ta the Declaration 
of Fndependence the North Carolinians 
held their owt dress rehearsats for that 
event—the-first in the Mecklenbtirge Resn- 
lntian of i775. the second when their 
delepates at the Congress of Halifax, 
eleven months later, declared fur self- 
government. And finally. the tudes of 
Edenton held a most unladvitke tea party. 


THE TEAPOT WHC HELPED TO THREW A 
REVOLA THON 


In that still atmespherically colonial 
town the aforesaid Jndies gathered at 
Mistress Elizaleth King's mansion on 
October 25, 774. There they cumpect 
out their caddies and stumped the tea 
underfoot, “We do hereby solemnly en- 
emre,” so ran their written declaration, 
“not to conform to thar Penticiows Cus-
